Not that I think, in reality, the leaſt 
aſſiſtance wanting to enable even me 
to ſupport our cauſe, which can ſtand 
its own ground, and defend itſelf 
without the help of foreign auxilia- 
ries ; but leſt! the enemy, from the 
imagined number of his forces, 
ſhould ſtrengthen himſelf in his 
wickedneſs; and, paſſing unrebuked, 
ſhould go on to {peak ſo di/dainfully, 
and to make ſuch proud boaſtings.

For 
what greater ſuperiority on the one hand, and 
ſubjection on the other, can be implied, than 
for the one to command, or ſpeak the word, and 
the other to obey ?
